1 . The amendment filed on 1 1/14/2006 raises new issues since the amendments to 
claims 26, 31 , 36, 41 , 52, 56, 60, and 63 were not previously considered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/14/2006 concerning claims 26-40 and 64-81 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant makes reference to and 
reproduced page 5 lines 3-13 which expresses that remapping is essential because 
cursor movement is disassociated with scale and range. At lines 7-13 of page 5 the 
specification states remapping is how to practice the invention. Thus, the remapping 
needs to be claimed in claims 26-40 and 67-81 since no other methods of performing 
the claimed "while a cursor of the graphical user interface is outside of first region on the 
display device" found in claim 26 lines 3-4, claim 31 lines 5-6, and claim 36 lines 4-5, 
and the claimed "performing simultaneously" and "adjusting continuously" in association 
with a graphical user interface of claims 64, 70, and 76 is discussed by applicants 
specification.
